lot and his empty stomach. But a 
young man and a cocotte at on? ot the 
tables pay no attention to him. An 
artist at another tab:e interests him- 
self In d.-aw2ng the coeotle, and the 
waiter busies himself cursing the beg- 
gar. 

Bluttering American 

A townsman comes In at this point 
with his wife and child, a snivelling 
youngster whom h's mother regards 
ai a paragon. An American also en- 
ters with his dog. The American is 
one or those blustering .and ov-erhcar- 
ing fellows who pretend to own the 
earth. He orders champagne for 
himself and instructs the waiter to 
bring the menu card for h's dog. The 
bepgar continues to whine but lie suc- 
oeeds in getting nothing' from the 
group. 

Finally, tlie beggar decides to com- 
mit suicide and throws himself over 
the embankment Into the Seine. "While 
the beggar Is sinking tho group Indul- 
ges in a BiinI-phllQ5ophio.ll dlscu.sBlon 
on the value of unselfishness.

But llicy ure dragged from the water 
soaked to the skin and everyone pro- 
ceeds (0 commiserate with the 
templed suicide, Ife tells them his 
life story. When the worklngman dis- 
covers that the man he lias saved is 
not a Mnlon man he wants to throw 
lilm back 111 the water. 

Hero the motives behind the action» 
of all concerned arc cliown. The work- 
lngman had Jumped Into the water 
because he wanted to obtain si mcdnl 
for life-saving. The audicnro diacovcrs 
that the beKKar i« l'i<: f.illipr of the 
cocotte and that his hunger and tsiip- 
poscd misery were all sham. !)'ho fin- 
ishing touch Is added when lie calls 
for a taxi to tukc litm lioiuc.

Serge Prokofieff, ths noted Russ.an | 
pianist will tlve » recital in Moyse 
Hall on Thursday, Mirch 20, at S.30 
p.™. 

Serge Prokotletf was bom In Russia 
on April 23, 1891. From his earliest 
childhood ho was brought up in the 
love of serious music, and when' he- 
was only flvo and a half years old, 
he composed his first piece. At the 
age of seven he was taken to Moscow 
where he heard several operas.' Re- 
turning to the country, he composed 
his first opora with his own libretto, 
entitled "Le Géant.'" VTticn he was 
ten years old ha was taken bac'r: to 
Moscow, where Taneicff interested 
himself In the young composer and 
advised him lo take lessons with 
t;liere. under w-hose direction Proko- 
fieff wrote a symphony, • some sonates 
and two little operas. 

Won Diplomat 
In 1Ï04, at the age ot tliirte*". fol- 
lowing the advice ot Glazounoft, Pro- 
kofieff entered the St. Petersburg 
Conservatory where ho stayed ten 
years .finishing with three diplomas: 
for composition, for piano anJ for 
conducting. At that time ho becama 
Interested in the modern mus c of Max 
Ueger and Scrlabine, ami the ru'.cs 
that had been taught htm at the Con- 
rsrvatory seemed strange and useless, 
to him. During his years at the Con- 
servatory he finished another sym- 
phony, two operas, six sonates and 
about a hundred piano pieces, none or 
which were publlsheil. 

Prokofietfs taste for modern music 
found support in a society ot contem- 
porary music in St. Petersburg. His 
first public appearance took place in the 
concerts ot that society when ha was 
eighteen years, dd, and at tho same 
tlmo he began to publish his com- 
positions.

""ï-plays were given benefit both ways.

following the CiunoRlo Foundation's policy, C.^nndlnn InslltulionB were 
Included in Hie Invo.-itlKatioii. In the word:i <!r I'r. Henry S. rrltclioti, Tri'sl- 
dent ot tho Foundation, ' J^peaking a <uiiunoii laiiKua^e, liavlmr cuiunioii 
tr.iditlons, nnd llvins side by side, in constant intorcliaiiso iit liitclloi;luiil 
conceptions, the educational ideals ot tho two countries inovit.%bly react the 
one on the other. It is a fortunate relation for l)olh." 

Seven ot the ono iumdred nnd twelve universities and collogoa for wlilch 
data were gathered are in tho Dominion— Dalhouste, Laval. McGIII, Ottawa, 
Queen's, Toronto, and Saskatchewan. AVhy Acndia, SI. Dunstnn's, St. 
Francois^Xavicr, Mount Allison. New Urun.swick, Montrfal, AVestorii, and 
M-ttittoba were omitted, this report soilh not. I'ossibiy tho Investigators felt 
that a sutticiently representative cross-section ot Canadian college othiolics 
could be secured from a consideration ot tho seven named. It would bo inter- 
esting, however, to comparo conditions at Acadia etc., with those found at 
the other institution.', particularly as all in that group, with tho cxcoptlon 
of Montréal .i.nd Manltoh.T, may bo cla.->acd as ".sniali oollogcs" in Iho scnso 
that this term is applied lo Amherst, ■William.», AVosloyan, Trinity, and others. 

GeoBra«>hicaa limitations, and, perhaps, their comparative youth, may 
have made the inclusion ot tho 'Wcslcrn Provincial universities Impracticable 
though neither California nor tho colleges across tho United States were too 
far from New York to bo visited. 

Canadians may well feel cheered by U»e conclusions, as lo the statu» of 
our Colloso athl'etlcs, set forth in this bulletin, for they are in sharp contrast 
to tho senoral pessimlsllc tone ot the report. While it is admitted, grudgingly 
at times it would seem, that the moral tone and general standards of coUcco 
athletics In the United States" have ln»proved during tho past twenty-flvo 
years, so many csamplcs of' lack of sportsmanship, unfair tactics commer 
cialization, and other reprehensible practices , still In existence are brought 
forward that, one must conclude, tho auUtofs regard the athletic milienlum 
in the United States as .^bout as likely to bo reached as I» complete enforce 
ment ot the eighteenth Amendment, 

Sportsmanship is a Wend of so wany elusive qualities that It Is quite 
Impossible to define It exactly. It'ia made^np of fair play. If hard play; hon- 
esty, good breeding, in fact of all those intangible and shadowy things which 
an Englishman Includea in the term "cricket." How do .we stand In the csti 
matlon of the Carnegie Foundation in this respect? A'cry well, as the follow 
ins quotation will reveal. 

"Canadian amateur organisations ot today bear many resemblances to 
our own, but with this difference. " that the tradition b£ 'the game tor tho 
game's sake' and "playing the game' arc far moro powerful motives In its 
préserva tlon than they are ■ south "erf Uîo 'b'oundarj*.""i: athletics In Canadian 
institutions otter to us who live south ot the boundary any principle that is 
worthy of our most active and sincere admiration and imitation, it Is that 
principle which the Canadian Football Code e.T.boJics." 

This, of course, refers to the Code's Insistence that clean football is not to 
be secured through the watchfulness of a coirp^ ot officials, but that it rests 
with the players themselves. These quotations are sutticient, I ihink, to show 
that what we have always accepted as the only proper attitude of the player 
toward the game, and what we hope may ever be his attitude, is novel 
enojch in America eyes to call for special comment. 

The differences betweep the attitude of collcje athletes in tiie two coim- 
tries is well illustrated by an incident which occurred during the McGill- 
'Varsiiy game In the Molson Stadium last fall. Qn that occasion I had as 
a guest an old football player from one of the larger Middle Western uni- 
versities, to which, incidentally. Bulletin 23 gives a clean bill ot health 
He had aever seen a game of Canadian rugby before, and naturally had 
many comments to offer on tho differences between it and tho game he 
knew. But the one thing he could not ■understand waa the gootl-naturcd and 
friendly feeling between players on opposing sides. Doherty, ot AtcGill pull 
ed Sinclair, of 'Varsity to his feet after a scrimmage. "Can yoii beat it 
l/oolj.at that guy!.,.Coàch'-Tjvoùïd~iie'ver let ui do that. Ho said never to lay 
hands on one of the (rther side except to 'eel' him, and 'gel' him hard, not 
oven to speak to him. Bad psycholosy!" 

But let us pass on to more particular nialters. A good part ot Bulletin 23 
is taken up by dlscuesions ot coaching, reorulting .and nub.sidizing, com- 
mercialization, and similar matters, with some mention ot control ot ath- 
letics and other subjects of less popular interest, though not less real Im- 
portance. ,(:^ ' 

;■ While jjo msjor^îcpmpliinnnts are bestowed on IhB coaching systems of 
Canadian universities, neither is tlipn; any active crltkl.'im of them. By im- 
plication, it may fairly be claimed that the «yKti.'iii.s arc thouKlit to bo rea- 
sonably satiefuctory The coaching ot team» by aoadcmh: Instructors la 
praised. Here It might l>e noted that the only ono ot McUill's football teams 
markedly successful last .leasoti was coached entirely by a member ot the 
staff of the I}ei>artmeiit ot Pharmacology. 

Our football coaci)!n« cornea in for some comment. "A beneficent oom- 
promi&o of a policy with tlie fa'jts of a s^lliiatlon in well llliialralod by the co- 
operation existing ut MoGiiJ University." And again, "Ailhougli at ono Can- 
adian University (Momil) the football coach occupies a spectatoi-'M sent ot 
contesta, a telephone connects him with the player's bench on llio side lines," 
It is difficult to say -whether this Is a brickbat or a bouquet; presumably 11 
is the latter, for the absence ot a coach from the side line would bo un- 
usual enough in the United States to call for special mention. Kven U)o re- 
moval .of his corpijreal presence, thougli his voice remain, Is therefore re- 
ga.rded as a move for tlio better.

educational vnluo a contest under ^uch conditions could have. Be It ro- 
mcmbcrcd Ihot football Is only as good as tho acutencss of tho player's 
brain; remove tho stimulus to fiuick thlnklng In on emergency and the game 
la Koi'ie. "Whether or not the Canadian attitude bo duo to tho influence ot 
English university tiaditlon, at Iho Dominion universities scouting Is con- 
sidered unsportsnmnillte, and tho athletic authorltlea of these inatltutlons 
havo asrood not to make use of it." 

The modern tendency to do things in tho grand manner Is ptrhaps partly 
rcsiwnsiblo for much of the commercialization of present-day oollego ath- 
letics, but the real reason la more likely the discovery that tho public will 
pay. ilowever, if the iiubllc pays, It expects lo get its money's worth— hopes 
to see Its tavourite.'t win, or faHingr that, put up a hard fought battle, or 
record-breaking performances. It has only thumbs down for a team which, 
throueh poor training, lack of Incentive, or sheer hard luck, fails to measure 
UP to a spectator's standard, which Is not at all tho same thing as the 
standard ot tlie sport. 

Tho wide field of coUege alhlctlcs, many of the most tiseful branches of 
w-hicli lack rublio appual. makes it Inevitable that some forms of sport 
should he supported by income froni the more popular ones. Hence, to get 
tho last dollar out of football, for example, it must be run on business lines. 
But business and sport do not mix any too well, tho ancient wheer.e con- 
cerning deals put through on tho eolt ilniia to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. For instance, tho action ot the JIcGill athletic authorities in raising the 
price ot single football tickets last season met with much criticism, and the 
critlclam liecame more caustlo as Ihe season progressed and it became evid- 
ent that it was liltely to be a "disaslcrous" one, «s Indeed It turned to lie 
from tho public's viewpoint. Had the "Big Bed Team" won all its games or a 
fair proportion ot them, we .should have heard little or nothing about the 
prices charged for seats. 

It is difficult, to reconcile 'the game tor the game's sake' with commer. 
cial methods; this ditticuily has led in more than one instanco to the aboli' 
lion ot Inlcrco/lcgiotc! contest and tho subsllutlon ot intramural games for 
them, ^^'o need not feel that old man business has oui- athletics helplessly 
by the throat,' however, if Iho Foundation's observation bo true; "In Canada 
university rivalry Is no less keen, games arc no' less enjoyable, and snort is 
not loss well served bccau.ie its monetary aspects aro less magnified." And 
we may bo pleased to hear that "Especially worthy ot praise in this parti- 
cular are Institutions (McGIII, Toronto, and others) at wblc^ the athletic 
needs and capdblliHes of onterlntr students aro determined by analysis of in 
dividu.il ciises throueh' medical examinations and tactful Interviews, and 
advice i.s given as lo which branches of athletics offer most opportunities for 
future success." 

The careful reader of Bulletin 23 lays down the hook with the impres-

Ore.— (By Exchange 
Service) — Although statistics show 
that the salaries earned by college 
graduates are materially higher than 
those drawn down each year by men 
who have not gone any further than 
their graduation from high school, 
It does not follow that there Is 
any doUars-and-cents %'alue In a 
college education in the opinion ot 
Dr. Howard R. Taylor, director of 
the personnel bureau of the Univer- 
sity o£ Oregon. 

Contrary to statements published 
recently In a government bu'letln on 
the value çt higher education. Dr. 
Taylor says it has not been proven 
that a man bc-r.efits financially by at- 
tending or graduating from a univer- 
sity. ar>d no data have been- compiled 
to show that this is true. 

Wrong Reports Pointed Out 
'The higher salaries paid to col- 
lege graduates," be explained, "re- 
sult in most cases from the superior 
native ability which the Individual 
must possess in order I* complete 
the four-year course, rather than 
from any educallonal value lie may 
have gained In the process. It is from 
sources where the significance of 
this fact is not lalien into considera- 
tion that tha frequent fai!lacIous re- 
Ijorts on the f*.ancial advantages at- 
tendant on college training arise." 

The benefits gained from universi- 
ty work are primarily of a less con- 
crete nature, Dr. Taylor bellc^-cs, 
and have no traceable Influence on 
liie amount of money earned in later 
ire.
